The Two Errors. 



Tvro rcfolatioiis, involving important 
intorests were tlefeutod in ibo Lcgisia 
tivo Council on Tliureday, by llio nar^ 
row mujoiily oi 10 to 8. Ono wa» an 
address to the Governor, 'reootmnouding 
Ihut a proviHion may bo inserted in the 
Terms of Ibe proposed union witli Cau- 
adu, wlieroby the Uustoma Tariff of ibe 
Puniinion Bhull not bo extended over 
tliis colony until tbo coiBpletion of over- 
land railway cornmaiiication, and tbut 
the local goverDuient sball have full 
power aieanwhile'to-regnlate' the Cu^« 
toms Tun IT of BriUsh'ColumbiB.* This 
rosoluiion, it will be obeurved, proposed 
to luet't the comiuoroiul circumstances 
oi tbo colonj', -wliilo it, at iho aatne 
lime, prestnted tbo most cfTeetiTe 
meuns of protecting its agriculturul and 
industrial iuteresta. Had Mr DeCobuios, 
•who profeBHoa to regard 6ucb proieutiou 
as of paramount importauoo, joined in 
■npporffrf^'lhiB Bosolutiou, ntier losing 
one of his own aimirg at the same ob- 
jiict, It svould have been curried, tbut if, 
ol conrfO, assuming that bia vote would 
have carried another with ife. It is trae 
ho proposed a eomewbat different mode 
of attainjpg the eam<>^|Object; but we 
venture to predict that tbe sequel will 
demouslrato that this theory was wholly 
inadmiBHable. Through the unwilling^ 
nes8 ol that goulleman to support any- 
tbini^ that does not originate in tis 
own brain it is to be feared 
that bis promiaed protection to 
the indaBtriarinteriests'on this Island 
has, 10 say the least, been rendered 
very prol)li.'mutical. The other Eeso- 
Intion which was defeated by the same 
vote and, we must be permitted to think, 
in a like spirit, was of still greater im 
portanco. It was a rccororaondation 
that tha following might bo included 
tbo conditions of union: 'If, at any 
time alier tlio admission, the Leginlaturo 
of Briciab. Columbia shaU pasR an address 
to the Grdvi^CndcHG-eDeTal of Canada de- 
claring that it is expedient to establish 
a free port on the Pucific. in order to ad- 
vance the interests of British commerce 
in the North Pucific, the Parliament ol 
tho Dominion to malie piovision for the 
OBtablisboiont of the sumo.' Ttii-;, too, 
wan defeated' ihrongh'' the rocreuncy of 
Mr DeOohmos and bis ' honoiablo eol- 
leagne,' We nso the word recreancy 
because the Kesolution is one which 
emanated from Mr DeCosmos and wa« 
adopted at tho Yale (Jonvention, soino 
two years ago, and because both of these 
geatlenoea made a less feasible and

'ion ol mind. Ko officer will bo appointed 
to succeed Lteatrnant>Greneral Sir C A

Dr Helmoben said if be ootJld' not give 
the aTicultural interests protection ha would 
BO for a free pori.

Does any- 
one imagine that if free port was restored to 
Victoria her prospniity would return? In 
note early dayH when she enjoyed free port 
there were n-jt tho obstruotiona to free trade 
with the neighboring country that there are 
at ptfEent. Now there are Custom House olB- 
gug to prevent Binnggling, and a groat deal 
oTillicit tnide is checked \V a were then 
more advanced thon the places acro?a ibo 
Sound— now they have stctes nearly equal to 
out own, and goods can be bought aa cheap 
there aa they can here. In a short time, 
when they k^' t-'"^!"" failtoadg comploiod, 
they can got gooila cheaper than wo cao, and 
ialesa time than they can gel thorn from 
Victoria.
